The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not, alone or in combination, disclose an angle detection apparatus 
comprising first and second magnetic components oriented orthogonally to each other, 
whereby control means control an output signal of a first magnetic sensor unit so as to 
have a fixed value and driving means drive a second magnetic sensor unit according to 
the same drive conditions as those of the first magnetic sensor unit, so that an output 
signal of the second magnetic sensor unit Is proportional to the tangent of a relative 
angle between the angle detection apparatus and a magnetic field source.
